REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of record does not 
fairly teach or suggest applying only one non-selective inversion pulse followed by only one selective 
inversion pulse over the duration of a single R-R interval, as is presently claimed and described in the 
instant disclosure. The closest applied prior art, Fayad et al (US PG Pubs. No. 2005/0010104 Al), 
teaches applying at least two non-selective/selective pulse modules per R-R interval, and thus the 
presently claimed subject matter is deemed patentably distinct from the invention of Fayad. Furthermore, 
since the claimed subject matter of the present application and the Fayad case have been proven to be 
patentably distinct, the Affidavit submitted under 37 CFR 1.131 on 4 December 2007 is effective to swear 
behind the Fayad reference.
